When  the  yonng  tnan  of  ability  and 
promise  reaches  this  jieriisl  his  greatest  jieril 
is  that,  seeing  his  ideal  of  life  thus  broken 
to  pieces,  he  will  become  discouraged  and  go 

tlw  opposite  extr*’nie  of  making  Ilfs  plans 
too  narmw  ,  that  he  will  give'hirnself  up 
wholly  to  the  demand^  of  Ids  business  or 
profession  and  become  Completely  buried  lie 
neath  it  ,  in  short,  that  he  will  become  ain 
absorbed,  one-sided,  toiling  drudge.  Now 
this  is  a  bad  state  for  a  tnan  capable  of  lietter 
things  to  fall  into.  Tlitre  us  a  just  medium 
between  these  extremes  which  many  suc¬ 
cessful  men  preserve  and  which  is  within 
the  teach  of  almost  every  one. 

It  is  true  that  we  mast  content  ourselves 
with  a  sipglc  pursuit  if  we*  would  attain 
superiority  and  distinction.  .  We  must  be 
satisfied  to  make  shoes  er  to  make  sermons, 
for  we  ranliot  do  well  several  diverse  things. 
But  there  ijiav  always  !**  room  in  every  wvll 
ordered  li^e  for  self. culture  and  improve¬ 
ment.  If  ire  cannot  do  it  he  work  of  others, 
we  can  at  !bn>t  appreciate  and  enjoy  their 
work.  Ordinarily  one  aun  cannot  be  a  sue 
cesaful  lawhvr  and  a  successful  painter  or 
po^Tr-but  ^e  can  attain  Itjie  utmost  eminence 
at  the  bar  aad  be  a  rcaijor  of  p<x-ti*y  and  an 
admirer  ofjfine  pictureia.  There  Ls  no  calling 
so  hard  anti  exacting  thnt.  if  reasonably  pur¬ 
sued,  it  wfll  not  furnish  some  hours  Of  leis¬ 
ure — if  reasonably  pursued,  for.  of  course, 
one  may  njake  u  tread  tiill  of  life  if  he  chos 
ek.  It  ia<xur  daty  to  keep  in  the  current  of 
life  as  it  Sows  on  ;  not  <he  current  of  a  class 
or^>T>ri  ifeasion .  but  of  humanity  ;  to  be  in 
patlty  (with  its  manifold  endeavors  and 
aciueTemetits.  This  alone  renders  eiviliz- 
ation  possible.  If  non*  but  painters  appre¬ 
ciated  pictures,  tbe  art  ^>f  painting  would 
soon  become  one,  of  thie  lost  arts,  for  their 
would  be  io  market  for  their  work  and  no 
inducement  to  makcj  it  So  with  music, 
with  literature,  with  art  of  all  kinds.  It  is 
this  appreciation  of  the  fine  and  beautiful 
which  chiefly  di-sringuiahes  civilization  from 
barbarism;  The  savage  cannot  eijoy  a 
peuu  or  ah  opera,  heap*  they  are  not  pro¬ 
duced  for  nim*;  the  civilized  man  can.  hence 
masic  a»f  poesy  flourish  in  eulightened 
c  •nntries  And  ages.

it.  working  as  he  wu.s  in  sym|>athy  witli 
Christian  men  of  e  very  j  denomination,  ho 
found  himself  an  (>|wn  Communionist.  It 
was  not  so  much  {earnin'  ns  religion  that 
made  him  an  Ojxu  Communion i*t.  The 

more  intensely  lio  saw  the  vital  necessity 
of  saving  the  soul,  the  more  the  inqiortanci- 
of  forms  sunk  in  his  estimation.  It  was 
the  exju-rienee  of  I’uul  |>ver  again.  From 
Brooklyn  he  went  to  Biptnu,  a  recognized 
Open  Comm  unionist,  taut  the  position 
bnmght  him  bitter  attacks  from  Dr.  Fulton 
and  others,  who  did  their ‘b«st  to  drive  him 
•  •lit  of  the  denomination.  Finully  he  became, 
atisorlied  in  purely  evangelistic  work,  labor 
ing  in  coiuiecti  u  witlil  Mr.  Moody,  and 
doubtless  all  (lie  time  feeling  more  and  more 
how  imjiortanl  is  t-'lirLstiap  life  and  how  nn- 
ini|M>rtant  are  forms.  The  result  was 
IkmuuI  tn  come.  The  Baptist  liodv  is  found¬ 
ed  on  the  principle  that  baptism  is  the  only 
allowable  Style  of  baptiim.  He  still  pre¬ 
fers  bajitism  bv  immersion;  but  does  not 
now  regard  the  rituul  oYj  tliv  rite  os  essen¬ 
tial.  Ho  still  holds  that  cpBy  believers  arc  to 
i>c  received  into  the  Church,  aud  this  he 
will  continue  to  practice,,  as  do  oil  Con 
gregatioual  churches.  Hie  will  not  decline 
the  practice  of  formal  dedication  of  children 
to  Hod;  but  this  he.  doubtless,  looks  upon — 
as  Congregatiomilists  generally  do— not  as 
a  hai'tisin  giving  either  gWc  or  ecclesiastic¬ 
al  standing,  but  as  a  mere  consecration. 
Now,  if  this  is  “  a  terrible  thing,"  it  is  none 
the  less  a  very  Christiui^  position  aud  one 
tending  to  Christian  uuity. 

But  says  TK>  Xatiunul ) linptiot.  Dr.  Pente¬ 
cost  can  never  have  grasped  the  Baptist  prin¬ 
ciple.  which  Ls  this  ; 

"The  fuitli  and  the  lor*  of  the  believer 
ought  to  lead  him  tn  t4M\v  implicitly  the 
commands  which  Clirifl  has  gh'e-n,  and 
should  never  be  made  a  plea  for  setting:  them 
aside,  or  for  doing  something  else  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  them,  which  js.  practically,  set¬ 
ting  them  aside." 

That  is  not  a  Baptist  principle.  That  is 
a  Christian  principle.  Itj  is  in  obedience  to 
that  principle  that  Dr.  Pentecost  gave  up 
close  communion.  To  nfll  that  a  specially 
Baptist  principle  savors  ^>f  arrogance.  Aud 
what  are  the  commands  of  Christ  T  They 
are  spirit  a  .d  life.  It  i£  astonishing  that 
any  man  can  read  the  teachings  of  Christ 
and  the  epistles  of  Patti  and  imagine  that 
either  of  them  cared  a  particle  about  immer¬ 
sion,  as  against  alTusion.  or  meant  to  for¬ 
bid  communion  with  affixed  believers.
